Mo F) Rev. and Right Rev. Pathers in Gd, 


AVIN G, Ws time And Greed 2 
Deſign of reviſing 'the Liturgy, in or- 
der to a new and correct Edition, and 


the ſame being now completed, I am 


very ſenſible how much it concerns me, who am 
an inferior Paſtor of that Church over which 
you, by divine Grace and Permiſſion, prefide, 
to engage, if poſſible, your favourable Opinions 
of a Performance to be uſhered into the World un- 
der a Variety of delicate Circumſtances. The bare 
Intimation of a Deſign of this nature will offend 
the Zeal of Some, alarm the Apprehenſions of 
Others, flatter the Wiſhes of a third Sort, and 


excite the SY of All. But as I defire no 
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Anticipation of Praiſe, ſo, I hope, I ſhall not 
ſuffer from Cenſure premature. I haſten, there- 
fore, in juſtice to myſelf as well as the Public, 


to lay before your Lordſhips a competent Ac- 


count of this Work, together with the Motives 


and Reaſons that determined me thereto, and 
the Rules which 1 preſcribed to . in the 


| Proſecution of it. 


The Liturgy of the Church of England hath 
often been abundantly vindicated from the Sub- 
ſtance of the Objections which have been urged 
againſt it; as the Propriety of our public Offices, 
the Suitableneſs and Adaptation to their reſpective 
Ends, and the Purity, the Eaſineſs, the venerable 
and ſcriptural Simplicity of their Style, are, in 


general, highly deſerving of the Elogy that has 


been laviſhed upon them. Indeed, the Book of 


Common Prayer has been, through a Succeſſion 


of Generations, in a great meaſure, the Standard 
of our Language ; and, upon all theſe accounts, 


does equal Honour to the Wiſdom and the Piety | 


of its Compilers. After a Declaration ſo full 
and frank as this, I ſhall, I truſt, in the Judg- 
ment, at leaſt, of the Candid and Unprejudiced, 


ſtand clear of all Suſpicion of Diſaffection towards | 
our eccleſiaſtical Eſtabliſhments, or of a Fondnefs | 
for Novelties, and a Propenſity to be in the Num- 


ber of Thoſe who are perverſely and maleyolently | 
given |

given to change. But will not this very Ac- _— 


knowledgment, though it may ſet me clear of 
every Imputation of this kind, and ſufficiently 
evince the Uprightneſs of my Intentions, lay my 
Undertaking open to the Charge of Impertinence, 


Unſeaſonableneſs, or Preſumption? What I have 
to ſay in the courſe of this Addreſs, my Lords, 


will, J hope, ſufficiently apologize for the ſeems 
ingly great Preſumption of this Attempt; and, 


in the mean time, with regard to the ſuppoſed 


Impertinence, or Unſeaſonableneſs of it, I take 
leave to obſerve, that public Forms of every kind 


ought in all points to be as accurate and exact as 


human Judgment can make them, in order to the 
Worſhip of God in the Beauty of Holineſ.— that, 


therefore, no Alterations whenſoever, or by whom 


ſoever, dutifully ſuggeſted with an eye purely to 


ſuch Accuracy, can, with juſtice, be deemed im- 


pertinent or unſeaſonable—that, notwithſtanding 
the acknowledged general Perfection of the ſeveral 


public Offices of the Church, ſome. Particulars i 
occur in the Book of Common Prayet which are 


the Subject of almoſt daily and univerſal Cenſure, 
or Miſlike—and, that a careful, critical, and free 
Inquiry will diſcover certain Improprieties, which 
Zealots perhaps will not, and vulgar or ſuperficial 
Judges cannot, ſee. Theſe Improprieties, the moſt 
ſriking of which I deſign to point out in my Re- 
view, ay; ſometimes, thoſe of Language, ſome- 
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times, thoſe of ſentiment ; and, ſometimes, wholly 
ariſe from the preſent Diſpoſition of the ſeveral 
Parts of divine Service. Some of theſe are of 
| ſuch a nature as to have given many Separatiſts 
from our happy eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution occaſion 
to treat our holy Offices with Contumely ; while 
| Others have been demonſtrably productive of much 
Error and Miſapplication among ourſelves ; and 
that too in matters of great ſpiritual Conſequence. 
With reſpe& to the former, I would, by no 
means, be underſtood to fignify the leaſt Inten- 
tion of propoſing any Alterations or Amend- 
ments to gratify the extravagant Humours, and 
wild Conceits of any Set of Men whatſoever ; or 
tu the Removal of Scruples and Objections evi- 
dently ſplenetick and unreaſonable. But, at the 
fame time, I preſume, that Spirit of Wiſdom, 
and Candour, and Charity, and true Moderation, 
which has ever characteriſed the Church of Eng- 
land, will warrant a moſt earneſt Endeavour to 
rectify all things in her public Services which 
may ſeem to furniſh a plauſible Pretence for 
Reproach, or Complaint. I have long moſt 
heartily wiſhed to ſee the Volume now under 
Conſideration, in every reſpect, not only defen- 
fible, but, as far as may be, abſolutely unexcep- 
tionable alſo. For, ſurely, we are bound in Pru- | 
dence, as well as in Charity, to take every ſtep 
towards accommodatin g matters with our Chriſtian

And, in regard to ſuch pepe as have 
occaſioned Miſapprehenſions among ourſelves, from

{elf every Alteration will be favourably received 
by your Lordſhips, and all Others, which ſhall 
manifeſtly appear to have been made with an 
eye to the Comfort, or Edification of ſincere, 
but miſtaken, Chriſtians, 


| A the many Amendments of the 
Diction of our public Offices, which I ſhall ven- 
ture in all Humility to recommend to your Lord- 
ſhips, I have ever kept in view the following 
ſenſible Declaration of the Reviſers of the Li- 
turgy, after the Reſtoration of King CHARLEs THE 
SECOND; who, among other Reaſons aſſigned by 
them for the ſeveral Variations from the former 
Book, expreſsly acquaint us, Such Alterations 
were made for the more proper expreſſing of ſome 
Words or Phraſes of ancient Uſage, in Terms more 
ſaitable to the Language of the preſent Times; and 
the clearer Explanation of ſome other Words and 
Phraſes, that were either of doubtful Signification, 
or otherwiſe liable to Miſconſtruction. The juſt 
recited Declaration, I preſume, may, at the fame 
time, 
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time, be my Rule, and my Apology in the Ma- 
nagement of this Branch of my Undertaking ; 
which likewiſe bears the ſame double aſpect with 
the foregoing. For as, on the one hand, it will 
be highly expedient to correct all Inaccuracies 
and Impropricties of Style, which may give the 
leaſt offence to intelligent Worthippers within 
our own Communion ; ſo will it be as proper, on 
the other, to obviate every Exception which Diſ- 
ſenters of whatſoever Denomination may, with 
any colour, make to the Language of our Church 
Offices; and thereby effectually prevent their re- 


criminating upon us the charge of Incorrectneſs 
and Incongruity; to which unpremeditated Strains 
of Devotion are unavoidably liable, and from 


which it is the avowed Advantage, and the Glory 
of ſet Forms, and ſtudied Compoſitions, to be, in 


a manner, totally free. 
* 


Bike what has been ſaid, my Lords, it may, 
perhaps, be unneceſſary to inform you, that, in 
every Amendment I ſhall have the Honour under 
this head to propoſe, I have endeavoured to ex- 


preſs myſelf with that eaſy Dignity, and unat- 


tected Purity of Stile, which are ſo beautifully 
conſpicuous in the Original before me ; for which 
Purpoſe I have borrowed my Language from Scrip- 
ture, as often as the occaſion would admit: in 


which caſe, by the way, your Lordſhips will 
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fn I thought myſelf obliged to adhere verbatim 


to the preſent Tranſlation ;. though, perhaps, not 


in every Inſtance unexceptionable. In truth, your 
Lordſhips are not to be told, that a correct Sim- 
plicity, and elegant Familiarity of Diction, is 
the preciſe Model of devotional Phraſeology; for 
ridiculous as it would be to think that we ſhall be 
| heard for our fine ſpeaking, or that elaborate Elo- 
cution, and rhetorical Flouriſhes will avail us 
any thing at the Throne of Grace, yet is it, at 
the ſame time, to be remembered, that the daily 


and occaſional Prayers of the meaneſt Chriſtians 


are the Sacrifice of reaſonable Creatures.—How- 
ever, notwithſtanding my moſt ſerious Attention 
to this Work, I am very far from preſuming to 
recommend to the World the Corrections and Al- 
terations of a private and ſingle Hand, of what 
kind ſoever they may be, as Patterns of true Pu- 
rity and abſolute Propriety; or as exactly ade- 
quate to the Purpoſes for which they were made: 
But if ſuch as are qualified by ſuperior Station 
and Character, as well as Judgment and Abilities, 
may eventually be diſpoſed, from a Perſuaſion of 


the laudable Aim, though imperfect Execution of 
the preſent Performance, to ſolicit a Reviſal of 


the Liturgy under proper Authority, and in a 
public and effectual Manner, I ſhall well content 
myſelf with the Merit of having been the happy 


occaſion. Points of much Conſequence have 
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often been providentially effected by Inſtruments 
very inconſiderable; as, ſometimes, matters of ge- 
neral Complaint and Diſguſt, continue unregarded 
and unreformed, purely for want of the Touch of 
a ſecret Hand to ſet the Wheels of eccleſiaſtical 
Government in due and regular Motion ; till, by 
1 degrees, Abſurdities gain the Sanc- 
tion of Eſtabliſhments, and Soleciſm itſelf be- 

comes facred. 


Nay, if, further, I take leave humbly to inſi- 
nuate, in this place, that a Motion for ſuch Re- 
view of the Liturgy, for the Purpoſes here ſug- 
geſted, would moſt naturally and properly be 
made in a Convocation duly and legally aſſembled 
for the Deſpatch of ſpiritual and eccleſiaſtical Bu- 
fineſs, I hope I ſhall not be thought to have 
dropped either an unwarrantable Hint, or an un- 
ſeaſonable one. And, by the way, upon the 
Principles I have been advancing, not barely the 
Expedience, but the Neceſſity too of a general 
Review of the Liturgy, muſt be apparent, as often 
as real occaſions may demand it, and Thoſe who 
are properly authoriſed, for the time being, ſhall, 
in their Diſcretion, ſee fit. To fay truth, my 
Lords, I have mentioned all this with ſome de- 
gree even of Confidence, as it is certain the 
Reformations I have at heart could never be un- 
dertaken with more Advantage, or gg

truly religious and gracious Prince, whoſe moral 
and chriſtian Character is a peculiar Ornament 


of his Reign, and who, by Acts of regal Autho- 
rity, but much more by the Eminence of his 
Example, hath diſcovered the moſt tender and 
conſcientious Regard to the ſpiritual Intereſts of 
his People. My Lords, I ſcorn to be an Enco- 
miaſt at the expence f Truth, as much as 1 
dare offend with Reaſon on my fide; I only 
obſerve this as a Circumſtance favourable to my Un- 


dertaking; of which I deſire the Honour of your | 
Lordſhips Encouragement and Furtherance, as far 


as, upon full and fair Examination, you ſhall be 
convinced of its Reaſonableneſs, Expedience, and 
public Utility ; nor have any other Requeſt to 
make to your Lordſhips, or to my Readers in 
general, but this, that my Work may be peruſed 


with that Candour, Openneſs, and Freedom from 


Party-Prejudice, with which, I affirm, as in the 
Preſence of the great God of Heaven and Earth, 
it was digeſted and compoſed; which the Com- 
pilers, and the ſeveral Reviewers of the Liturgy, 
expreſsly avow to have been the Rule and Princi- 
ple of their Proceeding ; and for want of which, 
we ſee narrow-ſpirited Bigots of all Denominations, 


attached to their Prepoſſeſſions, rivetted in their 


Errors, and, in effe&, incapable of ſearching after 
the minuteſt article of Truth, or Propriety, out 


of 


of the Pale of their own Pardon 'To all but 
ſuch I deſpair not of giving Satisfaction: having 
no view in this Attempt but to the Honour of 
our common Maſter and Saviour, to the Purity 
of divine Worſhip, the ſpiritual Union of Chriſ- 
tians, and the Conſolation, and Settlement of all 
holy conſcientious Sons of the Church of en 5 


But, after all that I have ſaid, my Lords, * : 
aware my Deſign, notwithſtanding its avowed In- 
tegrity, may be liable to one general Charge of 
Innovation, which I am concerned thoroughly to 
obviate in this Place. Or, to expreſs the Objec- 


tion in ſofter Terms, many well diſpoſed Church- 


men may, at firſt ſight, be of Opinion, that 
Changes in Religion, of any Kind, in any Degree, 
or at any Time, are, as ſuch, of dangerous Ten- 
dency ; and may poſſibly produce in the event 
more Evils and Inconveniencies than is even pro- 
poſed to be removed by them. We ſhall hereby, 
they will ſay, not only give offence to weaker 
Brethren, but conſiderable advantage to the 
Enemy, by opening an Inlet to the moſt capri- 
cious and unreaſonable Exceptions. — This, 
though it hath, I preſume, in ſome meaſure, been 
| precluded by what I have already offered in this 
Addreſs, muſt be acknowledged to have weight 
in it, and therefore requires a moſt full and par- 


ticular Reply. By Innovation we commonly un-

derſtand either an unlawful, or, at leaſt, an un- 
neceſſary, and inexpedient Alteration; and i in this 

ſenſe it is, at beſt, wholly indefenſible : : But take 
importing a 5 by the — of ſome- | 
thing new, which may as well be from bad to 
good, as the reverſe, and the matter will appear 
in a light widely different. The whole Fabric f 
Proteſtantiſm was an Innovation. | Might it not 
have been repreſented, in the early days of the 
Reformation, that we had done well to continue 
in the Unity of the then Catholic Church, not- 
withſtanding her Errors and Corruptions, rather 
| than by departing from her Communion to open 
a door to Schiſm, ſpiritual Libertiniſm, Profane- 
nels, and Infidelity ? But ought any Attention ta 
have been paid to ſuch Repr eſentations ? ? Or. it . 
it be urged that this is inadequate to the Objec- 
tion, and that, though in eſſential matters a Re- 
formation might, at all events, be abſolutely: ne- 
celtary, yet, this, upon many prudential accounts, 
ſhould not extend to things of a minute and 
trifing nature, I deſire to obſerve that, nothing 
immediately relative to Religion ought to be 
deemed of a minute and trifling nature; or, ad- 
mitting the Points in queſtion comparatively to 
be ſo, yet in things of this ſort, our Aim and 
Endeavour ſhould be all poſſible Perfection: And 
it Alterations, of whatever kind, made with this 
view, 
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rr 
view, and on this noble Principle, ſhould chance 
to give offence either to weak, or to obſtinate 


Brethren, to thoſe who cannot, or who will not, 


ſee the Reaſonableneſs and Propriety of them; 
what have we to do but to leave our Cauſe 
to apologize for itſelf, in certain Perſuaſion that 


Prejudice and Oppoſition will inſenfibly ſhrink be- 


fore it ? Numbers will always be ready to impugn 
the moſt laudable Attempts without a Why, or a 
Wherefore : nor are Improvements, whether in 
ſpiritual or temporal matters, like to take effect, 
when the Deſigners of them ſtand in awe of a 
little preſent, and popular Diſguſt. And, with re- 
ſpe& to the Advantages which our Enemies may 
be ſuppoſed to be willing and zealous to take from 
the Amendments and Changes under Conſidera- 
tion, I beg it may be remembered, that Exceptions 
really groundleſs and trifling, occaſioned by ſuch 
Alterations, muſt inevitably expoſe their Authors 
to Deriſion and Contempt; and that while our Zeal 
goes hand in hand with our Moderation, and our 
_ charitable Willingneſs to give ſatisfaction to all 
Parties doth not lead us into any treacherous 
Condeſcentions, we ſhall be abundantly juſtified | 
in the Sentiments of all candid and ſenſible Per- 
ſons, who very well know that Reformation is 
one thing and Ruin another. I may add, to 
the total Overthrow of ſuch Objections as theſe,

Diſcretion, than of chriſtian Confidence; and 
that the Event of ſuch things may, and ought 
to be left to Almighty God, whoſe Bleſſings we 
may promiſe ourſelves upon any wiſe and pious 
Undertakings,—All this put together, will, Lhope, 


amount to a ſufficient Proof that the preſent De- 


ſign is of a very different nature from that of 
ſome former inſidious Attempts to ſubvert our 
Eſtabliſhments under a Pretence of Religion. 


But, my Lords, my Performance will ſoon 
ſpeak for itſelf; and, in the mean time, I have 
only to add here, that I think it neceſſary to 
print the Book of Common Prayer in its preſent 
Form, and the Alterations and Corrections I pro- 


poſe to offer, on parallel Pages, that your Lord- 


ſhips, and Others, may thereby be the better 
enabled to judge of the Expedience or Propriety 
of the ſeyeral Amendments ; and have occaſionally 
inſerted Notes, giving the Reaſons of thoſe Amend- 


ments where they ſeemed to be leaſt obvious, or 


where the Importance of the Alteration evidently 
required a particular Explanation.— As to ſuch 
Alterations as will be unnoted by myſelf your 

Lordſhips will readily obſerve they were, for the

quities, and bring you to deſtruction both of 
body and foul. 


And becauſe it is requiſite that no man 


ſhould come to the holy Communion, but with 
a full truſt in God's mercy and with a quiet con- 
ſcience : therefore if there be any of you who 


by this means cannot quiet his own conſcience 
herein, but requireth further comfort or coun- 


ſel; let him come to me, or to ſome other dif- 
creet and learned Miniſter of God's Word, and 
open his grief; that by the Miniftry of God's holy 
Word he may receive the benefit of abſolution, 
together with ghoſtly counſel and advice, to the 


quieting of his conſcience, and ayoiding of all 


ſeruple and doubtfulneſs. 
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or injured you, and fo far entitling yourſelves to 


the forgiveneſs of your own ſins at God's hands, 


through the gracious promiſes of the goſpel. . 
If, laſtly, you ſhall perceive you have to any 
degree failed in the performance of ſuch duties 


as more immediately concern yourſelves, whe-

Now as it is of the utmoſt conſequence to 
you frequently to enter into ſuch examination 


this, in order to acquaint yourſelves thereby 


with the true ſtate of your ſouls, and to render 


your daily and uſual ſacrifices of prayer and 
praiſe, both publick and private, an acceptable 
ſervice; ſo no ſeaſon can be more proper for 
this great and neceſſary work than the preſent, 
wherein you are called upon to fit and qualify 
yourſelves to be partakers at the Lord's Table. 
For as we do but affront Almighty God, who 


declares in ſcripture that he will not be mockx- 


ed, when we venture to approach his Majeſty 
and Holineſs, at any time, or upon any occa- 


ſon, with hearts full of impurity, and while 


ve are under the dominion of any wilful, enor- 
mous, and preſumptuous fin; ſo would ſuch 
ndignity be highly aggravated by the nature, 
end, and deſign of the inſtitution of the Sacra- 


nent of the Lord's Supper; in which we com- 


memorate the ſufferings and death of Jeſus 
. Chriſt 
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Chriſt our Saviour, who, as the Apoſtle ſays, 
gave himſelf for us that he might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purify to himſelf a pecu- 
liar people zealous of good works. If therefore 
you preſume thus unworthily to receive this 
holy Sacrament, inſtead of obtaining for your- 
{clves thoſe bleſſings and comforts, which are 
promiſed to all penitent and faithful communi- 
cants, the pardon of your ſins, and the aſſiſt- 
ances of grace, you will but provoke the divine 
diſpleaſure the more, and in the end deprive 
yourſelves of the invaluable privileges of your 
chriſtian profeſſion. Wherefore, dearly beloved, 
repent ye truly of all your ſins; have a full 
fath and truſt in God's mercy, through the 
merits of Jeſus Chriſt, the Lamb ſlain for ſin- 
ners from the foundation of the world; be ever 
thankful to God for the redemption of man- 
kind, by that his only-begotten- Son ; reſolve 
ſtedfaſtly, by his grace, to amend your lives; 
and be in perfect charity with all men; fo ſhall 
your natural failings and infirmities be remitted 
unto you in the merits of the ſame Chriſt Jeſus, 
and ye ſhall be regarded as worthy partakers of 
theſe holy myſteries.

[Early beloved brethren, on -— next I in- 
tend, by God's grace, to celebrate the 
Lord's Supper : unto which in God's behalf, I 
bid you all that are here prefent : and beſeech 
| you for the Lord Jeſus Chriſt's ſake that ye will 
not refuſe to come thereto, being ſo lovingly 
called and bidden by God himſelf. Ye know 
how grieyous and unkind a thing it is, when a 
man hath prepared a rich feaſt, decked his ta- 
ble with all kind of proviſion, fo that there lack- 
eth nothing but the gueſts to fit down; and yet 
they who are called (without any cauſe) moſt 
unthankfully refuſe to come. Which of you in 
fuch a caſe would not be moved? who would 
not think a great injury and wrong done unto 
him?

© Or, in caſe be ſtall ſee the people, &c. 
Early beloved, God willing, I propoſe on

with you upon the occaſion. Nov Ft not- 
withſtanding the publick exhortations and in-

ſelves, and ſay, ye are not ready? Conſider ear- 
neſtly with yourſelves, how little ſuch feigned 
_ excuſes will avail before God. They that re- 
fuſed the feaſt in the goſpel, becauſe they had 
bought a farm, or would try their yoke of oxen, 
or becauſe they were married, were not ſo ex- 
cuſed, but counted unworthy of the heavenly 
feaſt. I for my part ſhall be ready, and ac- 
cording to mine office, I bid you in the Name 


of God; I call you in Chriſt's behalf; I exhort 
you as ye love your own ſalvation, that ye will 
be partakers of this holy Communion. And as 
the Son of God did vouchſafe to yield up his 


ſoul by death upon the Croſs for your ſalvation: 
ſo it is your duty to receive the Communion, 
in remembrance of the ſacrifice of his death, as 
he himſelf hath commanded : Which if ye ſhall 
neglect to do, conſider with yourſelves how great 
injury ye do unto God, and how ſore puniſh- 
ment hangeth over your heads for the ſame;

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is done without the leaſt ſcruple, or diſcredit 
in all temporal caſes every day. Why then 
ſhould we. entertain different notions and ſenti- 
ments with reſpe& to matters of a ſpiritual na- 
ture, and ſuch as it infinitely concerns us to 
have a due knowledge of, if we love or regard 
our own immortal fouls ?!——Again,—If any 
would urge the multiplicity of their worldly 
buſineſs, as not permitting them to make a 
proper preparation for their admittance to the 
holy Table; they would do well to conſider, 
that honeſty, care and diligence i in men's tem- 
poral callings and occupations, are fo far from 
being impediments, that they will be graci- 
ouſly numbered among their qualifications : and 
that no good man can be ſo much engaged in 
worldly matters, but he may, if he pleaſes, 
find time ſufficient for the purpoſe of prepara- 
tion. Thoſe who in the parable excuſed them- 
ſelves from coming to the great Supper, to 
which they had been invited, upon pretences 
of this kind, one having bought a piece of 
ground, another having bought a yoke of oxen, 
and a third having married a wife, were all de- 
clared to be unworthy of the banquet, which 
was provided for them, —— Farther. If, 
notwithſtanding the general care which ſome 
may take to lead their lives according to the 
rule of God's commandments, their ordinary 
tailings and natural infirmities fill them with 
doubts and miſgivings as to their fitneſs to re- 
ceive this holy Communion, let them know 


theſe 
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theſe very doubts and apprehenſions are ar 


ments of the hopeful ſtate of their ſouls, and of 


their being qualified to communicate at the ſa- 
cred Table. The beſt of us are not worthy to 
pick up even the crumbs that fall from that 
Table: but then it is to be remembered, that 
this is a Sacrament of grace and mercy ; and 
that ſuch as are poſſeſt with a due ſenſe of the 


heinouſneſs of fin, and the weakneſs of their 
mortal nature, that is, all humble and true 


penitents are the only perſons invited to this 
ſpiritual entertainment. — Laſtly, if any among 


you be notorious finners, and, as ſuch, are with 


juſt grounds afraid to come to this holy Com- 
munion; the plain queſtion is, why they do 
not repent and amend ? If they do not repent 


and amend, they are utterly unworthy to come 


under the roof of the Lord's Houſe, or to join 
in any offices of religion whatſoever ; and if they 


do, they will be moſt welcome gueſts at their 


Saviour's Table. In ſhort, as Chriſt himſelf, 
our common Lord and Maſter, hath command- 


ed us to receive this holy Communion, in re- 
membrance of the ſacrifice of his death, we are 


obliged by duty to yield obedience to that com- 
mand; as he moſt kindly invites us to this hea- 
venly feaſt, we are bound in gratitude to accept 
that gracious invitation; and as he hath ap- 
pointed it as one of the means of conveying his 
influence and aſſiſtance to us, and for the ſpiri- 


tual refreſhment of our ſouls, we ſhall be ex- 


tremely wanting to ourſelves, if we neglect or 
deſpiſe 
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FE Al the time of 1 the celebration, bee. fie 
YEarly beloved in the Lord, ye that mind 


to come to the holy Communion of the 
Body and Blood of our Saviour Chriſt, muſt | 
conſider how Saint Paul exhorteth all perſons 
diligently to try and examine themſelves before 
they preſume to eat of that Bread, and drink 
of that Cup. For as the benefit is great, if 
with a true penitent heart and lively faith we 
receive that holy Sacrament (for then we ſpiri- 
tually eat the fleſh of Chriſt, and drink his 
blood; then we dwell in Chriſt, and Chriſt in 
us; we are one with Chriſt, and Chriſt with 
us:) ſo is the danger great, if we receive the 
ſame unworthily. For then we are guilty of the 
Body and Blood of Chriſt our Saviour; we eat 
and drink our own damnation, not conſidering 
the Lord's body: we kindle God's wrath againſt 


us; we provoke him to plague us with divers 
diſeaſes, 
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deſpiſe ſo uſeful and beneficial an inſtitution, — _ 
And therefore; in diſcharge of my office, I call 
you in the name of God, and of his Son Jeſus 
Chriſt, I exhort' you as you regard your own' 
_ falvation, to be partakers with me and your 
chriſtian brethren of this comfortable banquet. 
If you properly and earneſtly conſider theſe 
things, you will, by the divine grace, form 
ſuitable reſolutions; which that you may do, 
God in his great mercy grant, through the 
merits and mediation of his irn nee our 
only” Lord and Saviour.

Bm beloved in the Lord, that are coming | 
to the holy Communion of the Body and 
Blood of our Saviour Chriſt, ye have, I truſt, 
well and duly conſidered the exhortation of St. 
Paul, that a man ſhould examine himſelf before 
he preſumes to eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. For as the benefit is great, if with 
a true penitent heart, and lively faith, and per- 
fect charity, we receive this holy Sacrament, 
ſince in ſuch caſe we ſpiritually eat the fleſh 
of Chriſt, and drink his blood; we ſpiritually 
dwell with Chriſt, and Chriſt with us; we are 
ſpiritually one with Chriſt, and Chriſt with us; 
ſo is the preſumption dangerous, if we partake 
of the ſame unworthily. If we come to this

Why the Prieſt 
himſelf ſhould pronounce Amen as well as the congregation, 
after the recital} of the Lord's Prayer, the ſeveral Confeſſions, 
and the Creeds, and in ſome other places, but not elſewhere, 
J am at a loſs to comprehend. For it is generally under- 
ſtood he is directed to do ſo wherever Amen occurs in Ro- 
man Letters; and indeed, if this were not intended, it 
ſeems difficult to aſſign a reaſon why this ſhould not always 

be printed in one and the fame character. But is the Prieſt 
more intereſted than any Perſon elſe in the Articles of our 
common Faith, or in the petitions of the Lord's Prayer, or 
in the ſubſtance of the Confeſſions, &c.? Does he not offer 
every prayer in his own name, as well as that of others ? 
Or, even in the Auſolutiont, eſpecially that at Morning and 
Evening Service, which concludes with an application for 
Grace, does it derogate from the authority of his commil- ' 
fon, or would it be an offence againſt propriety, to include 
| himſelf 
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himſelf in every thing pronounced or requeſted? Reafons, 

in ſhort; may be aſſigned why he always, or why he neuer 
ſhould join the congregation. in this word; but the preſent 
practiſe ſeems to be indefenſible. Perhaps this particular 
may be thought to deſerve a little Attention.

Page 20. Then the Mini/ter ſhall kneel, &c.] The frequent , 
repetition of the Lord's Prayer in our publick devotions, | 
hath ever been the ſubject of much complaint among the 
Diſſenters; for which the uſual Apology has been, that (the 
Offices. for Morning and Evening Prayer excepted, in botn 
which for. wiſe and good reaſons it twice occurs) we meet 
with it but once in each of the Offices which are ordinarily 
or occaſionally uſed in the courſe of the Morning Service eſ- 
pecially ; and that the ſame arguments which moſt irrefra- 
gably prove the piety and reaſonableneſs of making uſe of 
this moſt excellent Form of Prayer, taught us by our Lord 
himſelf, in any one office, will hold equally ſtrong with re- 
ſpe& to theni all. This is unqueſtionably true; and there- 
fore, if there be any ground ef complaint here it muſt lie, 
not in the uſe of this incomparable mode of ſupplication, 
but in the preſent coalition, I had almoſt ſaid, confuſion of 
our publick fervices. . Whether ſuch a coalition be attended 
with inconvenience in other reſpects, I ſhall not enquire; - 
but in #his (indeed the moſt material) inſtance, it ſeems 
really liable to objection. The fact is this: In extenſive 
ahd populous pariſhes, it is very probable the Lord's Prayer 
may be frequently uſed no leſs than ſeven times during the 
celebration of Morning Service for this muſt be the caſe, 
if we only ſyppoſe one Infant to be baptized, one Woman 
churched, and the Sacrament adminiſtered : And before the 
Sermon it is uſed the eighth time. I cannot but think this 
muſt give ſome diſguſt to the more conſiderate of our own 
members; and therefore, whether, on this and ſome other 
ſubordinate accounts, and with a view to ſilence, at leaſt, 
if not to ſatisfy, gainſayers, it might not be prudent to rec- 
tify this impropriety by ſeparating. thoſe offices which were 
originally diſtin, wiz. the Office for Morning Prayer, the 
Litany, and Communion Service, or by ſome other adjuſt- 
ment and diſpoſition, which I take not upon me to ſuggeſt, 
] leave with all deference to the conſideration of thoſe whom 
this buſineſs more immediately concerns,

quaint thoſe readers, to whoſe judgment this Performance + 


is principally and more immediately ſubmitted, with the ſe- 
veral opinions of learned- men' as well concerning the true 
author, occaſion, and exact date, as the expedience and 
uſefulneſs of the Creed before us. The two latter points 
only 'are worth our preſent enquiry ; and with reſpect to 
theſe it muſt freely and fully be acknowledged, the zeal of 
the advocates for this confeſſion of our Faith hath been of 
the nobleſt nature; as having in view the aſcertainment of 


the moſt ſacred truths, and the ſecurity of the capital and 


moſt diſtinguiſhing doctrine of the Chriſtian Religion. In- 
deed, what has been advanced by the moſt able and judi- 
cious of theſe, and particularly by a late ingenious writer, 
muſt, I think, have removed all difficulties, and overturned 
all exceptions, to the ſatisfaction of every competent judge 
of the controverſy. And yet, notwithſtanding this, 1 ſhall 
not ſcruple to declare myſelf. to be in the number of thoſe 
who wiſh to ſee this Creed expunged, or, at leaſt, out of 
common uſe. - Such a declaration will, at firſt fight, ap- 
pear extraordinary, after what has been ſaid to its credit, 
and in favour of the patrons of it. But I beg leave to ob- 
viate admiration, by obſerving, that the laudable labours 
of theſe Gentlemen, will ever, *tis to be feared, be ina- 
dequate to the ends intended by them; and that this 
mode of confeſſion hath been, and may be rendered by 
artful and deſigning men, an inſtrument of diſſervice to 
that very faith, which it was originally drawn up to eſta- 
bliſh, For what weight, I pray, will the moſt forcible 
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arguments urged in its vindication have with thoſe who are 
enemies to it, purely on account of the doctrine it ſo expli- 


citly and circumſtantially contains? Evading ſuch argu- 
ments more properly than anſwering them, or rather not 
concerning themſelves with them at all, are they not able 
at any time to have recourſe to ſuch general aſſertions as 
theſe 

are explained and commented upon Or 
of Faith — an heap of unintelligible jargon — contrived by 
an uncertain — or ridiculous — or enthuſiaſtic — or immo- 
ral author — is preſcribed by the Church to be received and 


believed on pain of everlaſting damnation, &c. &c. Such, 


we know, are the perpetual, and too ſucceſsful aſſeverations 


of thoſe whoſe real aim is to wound the doctrine of the 


Trinity through the Sides of this Creed: but take it away, 
and we take away the laſt ſubterfuge of blaſphemers, and 
infidels, and fall Brethren ; and the true believer, and the 
half believer, and the no believer will ſtand moſt effectually 
diſcriminated. For while the Church clearly and indiſpu- 


tably profeſſes her faith in the bleſſed Trinity; three Per- 


ſons in the unity of one Godhead ;; Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoſt ; co-eternal and eſſentially co-equal ; by her other 
Creeds, eſpecially the Nicene ; (ſee Note at p. 230.) by her 
well-known and daily repeated Doxology, Glory be to the 
Father, &c. by the ſolemn concluſion of many of her Pray- 
ers; the introductory invocation of her Litany ; and her 
appointment of a particular Sunday to the celebration of the 
Feſtival of the above-named ſacred Perſons ; Infidels of all 
ſizes muſt either remain in ſilence, or fairly pull off the 
maſk, and level their artillery not at the ſuppoſed abſurdi- 


ties of the Athanaſian Creed, but at the great doctrine of 


the Trinity itſelf; a doctrine, which as it hath been abun- 
dantly demonſtrated to have its immoveable foundation in 
ſcripture, ſo ſhould it, I preſume, as nearly as may be, be 
acknowledged by and under the very terms and expreſſions 
in which we there find it. I would not be thought to take 
the leaſt offence at the term Trinity or Perſon, the uſe of 
which is unqueſtionably warranted by the nature and reaſon 
of the thing; and much leſs would be underſtood to inti- 
mate that we can profeſs our Faith in this moft fundamen- 
tal and leading article, under any expreſſions too ſtrong, 
provided they have indiſputable authority in the ſacred

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pages; ſuch, e. g. as very God of very God; but only that it 
would be prudent to avoid all affected elucidations of this 
ſublime doctrine, (which feem to be matters of reaſonable 
exception in the Creed now before us) with a view, if poſ- 


ſible, to obviate all cavils, and preclude every the leaſt 


1 of a ſolid Objection. I am not under any appte- 
nenſions of giving umbrage by what has been here advanced, 
as the reſult of my moſt deliberate judgment, to any whoſe 
Zeal is according to knowledge and diſcretion 3 nor do I ſo- 
licit or deſire the good will of any but fuch. Theſe I 
ſhould think as open to conviction, as I profeſs myſelf ta 
be, who was once a contender for this very Creed. In 
ſhort, as orthodox and commendable as its original deſign 
might be, and as rational as their vindications appear, who 
have undertaken its defence; time, I conceive, has fully 
evinced it to be rather calculated to countenance an enemy, 
than either to make, or confirm a friend : in other words, 
to be, at beſt, an unneceſſary barrier of belief, but a commo- 
dious tool of infidelity. Conſequently the great queſtion 


will be, (a queſtion moſt humbly and reſpectfully ſubmitted 


to the deciſion of. proper judges) whether, on the whole, 
much greater advantage be riot like to accrue to the com- 
mon - cauſe of Chriſtianity by rejecting, than by retaining 
this Athanaſian confeſſion of Faith ? And if fo, its omiſſion 
hereafter will be not only warrantable, but highly expedient: 
becauſe this (as this only) is a reaſon ſufficient for the abo- 
liſkhment of any eſtabliſhment whatſoever.

not too earneſtly beſeech the divine goodneſs to vouchſafe 
us time for a regular and folemn preparation for the depar- 
ture of our ſouls, and the momentous concerns of eternity, 
And yet, I humbly apprehend, a caſe may be ſuppoſed, 
wherein a ſudden diſſolution may be conſidered rather as a 
favour than a judgment. The good Chriſtian, who hath 
ſettled and adjuſted his temporal affairs, who hath kept his 
conſcience void of offence towards God and towards Man, who 
has lived in a ſtate of habitual preparation, and hath no- 
thing to anſwer for but the failings of the day, the ordinary 
frailties and imperfections of human nature, will ſurely be 
regarded by a merciful God as fitted for his removal at any 
time, and without any notice. If the merits of Chriſt are 
not imputable to the attonement of ſuch failings, and to the 
ſupply of ſuch deficiencies, in point of form, which were 
not the conſequence of perverſe careleſsneſs or wilful neg- 


leR, it will methinks be difficult to ſay, in what their effi- 
cacy conſiſts. In ſuch a caſe Providence ſeems graciouſſy 


to diſpenſe with the uſual conditions of mortality, the natu- 
ral pains and agonies of a death-bed. I cannot think there- 
fore ſudden death is abſolutely to be deprecated ; and hope 
the amendments here propoſed, will be judged in all reſpects 
proper, and adequate to the full purport and tendency of 
the petition.

The introduction to this Prayer hath been objected to, as 
containing a ſort of blaſphemous reproach, and implying 
our diſtruſt of the divine veracity in the promiſe of never 


deſtroying the earth again by a flood. I pretend not 


abſolutely to avow the words will not bear this ſenſe, 
though they are certainly as capable at leaſt of the oppoſite 
interpretation. They may be as naturally ſuppoſed to

this was unqueſtionably the ſenſe intended by our Compi- 
lers. However, as it is one part of this deſign to obviate

Page 66. Our moſt religious and gracious King.) The 
impropriety, not to ſay abſurdity, of the former of theſe Epi- 
thets at the time this Prayer was compoſed, and inſerted in 
the Liturgy, hath ever been thought ſo glaring, that it is 
matter of ſome wonder, how a Form, in other reſpects. 
wiſely and piouſly drawn up, ſhould herein be ſo groſsly de- 
fective. But however this may be accounted for, and al- 
though that impropriety be at preſent in a manner wholty 
removed by the character of the illuſtrious Perſonage that 
fills the throne, the reaſons for the omiſſion of theſe adjunc- 
tives hereafter, are, I apprehend, unanſwerable. For, in 
the firſt place, its preſent propriety is, at moſt, but a tempo- 
rary circumſtance, and therefore cannot amount to any 
thing like an argument for its tranſmiſſion to future genera-

Page 80. The Collefis, Epiſtles, and Goſpels, &c.] The 
chief exceptions which have been made to our Church 
Collefts are, that ſome of them are too general; that in 
others there is little or no connection between their in- 
troduction and the matter of their requeſt; and in many 
ſtill leſs between them and the Epiſtle and Geſpel to which 
they are prefixed. It muſt be owned theſe exceptions are 
not without foundation; eſpecially the two latter. Let 
us turn, for inſtance, to the Collect for Sexageſima Sunday, 
which runs thus „O Lord God, who ſeeſt that 
« e put not our truſt in any thing that we do; mer- 
<« cifully grant that by thy power we may be defended 
<« againſt all adverſity, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord.” 
The exordium here does not ſeem ſufficiently connected 
with the petition it introduces.

I refer the Reader to the Collef#s, Epiftles, and Gofſ- 
els for moſt of the Sundays after the Epiphany, in Lent, and 
after Trinity. —— The amendments and alterations I have 
ventured to propoſe will, I hope, effectually ſilence ſuch 
objections ; with regard to the latter of which I have endea- 
voured ſometimes to reconcile the matter of the Collect with 
that of the Epiſile; ſometimes with that of the Goſpel; and, 
as often as might be, with that of both. I mention this, 
becauſe, I apprehend, neither are the Epiſtle and the Goſpel 
always connected with that exactneſs of propriety which 
might. be wiſhed. And perhaps, by the way, whether 
the appointment of theſe, as well as of the Leſſons proper for 
Sundays and Holidays, hath in all inſtances the moſt direct 
aſpect upon the occaſion, may be a queſtion that deſerves 
to be humbly ſubmitted to the conſideration and judgment 

of our Governors. | 


Page 130. St. Peter's Day.] It is obſervable that the 
Collect, Epiſile, and Goſpel for this day bear a reſpective re- 
lation to the Commiſſion, the Deliverance, and the Faith 
of St. Peter; fo that there is no connection betwixt the for- 
mer and either of the latter. As the character of this Apo- 
ſtle is certainly one of the moſt diſtinguiſhed in the evan- 
gelical Hiſtory, this variety of appointment appears to be 
reaſonable enough, and I have retained it accordingly. 


Page 132. St. Simon and St. Jude, Apoſiles.] In the 
original Collect we do not meet with the names of the Saints 
to whom the day is dedicated. It might with equal pro- 
priety be uſed on any other Feſtival, or, rather on no Feſ- 
tival at all. An omiſſion, which, I ſuppoſe, is to be ac- 
counted for from the ſilence of Hiſtory, at leaſt of Scripture, 
with reſpect to their lives and actions. For which reaſon

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probably this, as that of St. Philip and St. James is a, joint- 
feſtival. - And, by the way, we may hence likewiſe ac- 
count for the general import and tendency ſometimes of the 
Epiſtles, and ſometimes of the Goſpels appointed for Saints- 
days, which are frequently, if I may ſay fo, convertible, 
and in which we can diſcover little or no adaptation. See 
particularly the Goſpel for this day; and thoſe for the Feſ- 
tivals of St. Matthias, St, Mark, St. Barnabas, and St. Bar- 
tholomew ; and the Epi/tle appointed for the day of the laſt 
named Saint, (which *tis worth obſerving, hath a direct and 
immediate reference to St. Peter) with thoſe for the Feſti- 
vals of St. Andrew, St. Thomas, and St. Matthew.

Page 146. —— The devil enter into you as he entered, 
&c ] That neglect of receiving the holy ſacrament, which 
is ſo generally obſervable, hath been long matter of ſome 
wonder, and more concern to all good Chriſtians. The 
great number of treatiſes written, and diſcourſes almoſt 
daily delivered upon this ſubject, have in a manner totally 
failed of their intended effect, Various are the reaſons 
which have been, and may be afligned for this glaring 
. omiſſion of duty; but the principal, I will venture to pro- 
nounce, is to be found in this terrifying expreſſion, and in 
Its frightful parallels, the one a few ſentences above, the 
other in the exhortation at the time of the celebration of the 
holy Communion. The harſhneſs of theſe expreflions is 
indeed eaſily ſoftened and explained away to the ſatisfaction 
of men of underſtanding and judgment, who ſee nothing 
intimidating in improprieties ; but experience will demon- 
ſtrate to us, that the ſcruples of the many are rarely to be 
removed by acute criticiſm, or the ſoundeſt argumentation. 
The Phraſes — Devil enter into you as he entered into Fudas 
V' are guilty of the body and blood of Chriſt our Sa- 
viour — Vie eat and drink our own damnation, &c. &C. — 
which till ſtare them in the face, will make a ftronger im- 
preſſion upon them, than a thouſand niceties of diſtinction, 
or refined expoſition put together. Divines, they will per- 
verſely or weakly imagine, may expound away ſuch paſſages, 
in mere oſtentation of their abilities, or for ſome unknown 
purpoſe or other; but the words naturally denote ſomething 
horrible, and they will not be driven from the ſenſe which 
is moſt formidable to their apprehenſions. Such, I am 
perſuaded, are the ſentiments of the part of thoſe who abſent 

| | themſelves 
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themſelves from the holy Table, whom I take to be diſ- 
heartened, rather than unqualified, Chriſtians. For, I truſt, 
the number of profeſt Libertines and Reprobrates in any pa- 
riſh, or indeed of perſons ſpiritually careleſs and indolent, 
is leſs than that of well meaning, but miſtaken Chriſtians. 
It is true, private advice and familiar inſtruction will be apt 
in this, as almoſt in every inftanee, to produce happier ef- f 
fects than the moſt elaborate or judicious addreſſes from the | | 
pulpit: and therefore, beyond all doubt, a very material | 
branch of the miniſterial office conſiſts in the diſcreet appli- iN! 
cation of the former. But ſtill even theſe will be found in- | 
ſufficient for the purpoſe ; which, I humbly conceive, will 

/ be beſt and moſt effeQually anſwered (in courſe of time) by 
clear and unequivocal] expreſſions that are not liable to miſ- 
interpretation. Thoſe I have ſubſtituted in the room of the 

above evidently obnoxious ones, may perhaps be deemed 
proportionate to the point; and in the mean time I cannot” 
help expreſſing, by the way, my ſurpriſe at the overſight of 
the truly wiſe and pious Compilers of the Liturgy, in the 
particulars before us. The tranſlation of the Greek word, 
Kpiua, by damnation, (which fimply and abſolutely imports 
in our language eternal death, or utter excluſion ſrom divine 
mercy) in that paſlage of St. Paul to the Corinthians, from 
whence the expreſſion in the exhortation at the celebration 

of the holy Communion is moſt injudiciouſly taken, appears 
to be groſsly erroneous to all who are capable of reading 
and underſtanding any indifferent author: and the inat- 
tention both of the Tranſlators and Compilers, is the 
more remarkable, as the former have inſerted in their 
margent a proper rendering of the Original by the word, 
judgment, which, agreeably to the Context, will import 
no more than ſome temporal inflition. All this hath been 
obſerved over and over; and as to the expreſſion — ft the 
devil enter into you as he entered into Fudas — the error of 
the Compilers is not leſs glaring, though perhaps it has not 
been fo frequently noted. Judas indeed was moſt pro- 
bably prefent at the inſtitution of the ſacrament; but the 
delivery of the ſop to him by our Saviour, was a circum- 
ſtance previous to, and conſequently diſtinct from, that in- 
ſtitution; being deſigned purely as a token whereby our 
Lord meant to notify to St. Fohn, who it was that ſhould 
betray him; ſo that the caie of Judas cannot poſſibly be 


parallelled 
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parallelled by that of any other unworthy receiver. Theſe 
miſapplications of ſacred ſtory, and ſcriptural expreſſions, 
muſt be aſcribed perhaps to the over-earneſtneſs of the zeal 
of our Reformers, and their reverence for the dignity of 
theſe holy myſteries ; by which many authors of devotional 
Tracts upon the Euchariſi have alſo been miſled after them. 
And in all likelihood they were the more forward to expreſs 
themſelves in the higheſt terms, in order to obviate the cen- 
ſures and miſconſtructions of the Romiſb party, who were 
ready to repreſent us the impugners of the doctrine of Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, as ſubverters of the very end and efficacy of 
the whole ſacramental inſtitution. Much, after all, is it to 
be wiſhed, that the extravagant ardor of this random piety 
(if I may be allowed to call it fo) had not ſince been con- 
traſted by an extreme of levity and irreverence. The due 
mediocrity that lies between theſe two extremes, hath been 
my aim and endeavour in the ſeveral amendments I would 
humbly recommend upon the preſent occaſion. | 


Page 150. Or, in caſe he ſhall ſee the people negligent, | 
&c.] I have endeavoured to render this exhortation more 
regular and methodical. 


Page 162. It is very meet, right, and our bounden duty, 
Kc. ] The original form in this place appears to be defec- 
tive. We return thanks to Almighty God without ſpecify- 
Ing a ſingle bleſſing derived from him; except it be at ſuch 
times when a proper Preface is appointed. But in ſo ſolemn 
a Formule of I hankſgiving there is, it is preſumed, a mani- 
feſt propriety in enumerating the moſt ſtriking inſtances of 
the Divine goodneſs towards us. And the fame arguments 
which evince this propriety, will ſhew likewiſe the reaſona- 
bleneſs of offering diſtinct praiſe and adoration to each Per- 
ſon in the ſacred Trinity, agreeably to the concern of each 
in the diſpenſation of mercy : To ſay nothing of the particu- 
lar expedience of fuch diſtinct adoration in the celebration of 
this ſacrament, which 1s one of the moſt awful and intereſt- 
ing acts of our holy Religion.

which I have ſupplied by an additional Form here inſerted. 


Page 172. —— e and all thy whole Church, &c.] 
Though our Prayers and Interceſſions cannot, generally 
ſpeaking, be too univerſal, yet, I think, there is a viſible 
impropriety in including the whole Church upon the preſent 
occaſion. I ſhall not enlarge upon this point, but juſt ob- 

| ſerve that this cannot be done conſiſtently with the ſeveral

The 
expreſſions — thou only art the Lord, thou only, O Chri}t, 
with the Holy Ghoſt, &c. — look rather like the /a/vo of 

wavering Chriſtians, than the aſſeveration of fincere ones, 
and are infinitely too conciſe for the dignity of devotion, 
and the honour of the third Perſon in the bleſſed Trinity. ' 


Ibid. The peace of God which paſſeth, &c.] I have re- 
duced this benediction to a more ſimple form, which ori- 
ginally conſiſted of two or three texts of ſcripture, not over 
maturely perhaps blended together.

The word 
ee — in this place and others, might lead us to ſuch a 
concluſion. But whatever we may think of their perſonal 
22 it will be found, on a little enquiry, that as the 
Article upon this ſubject is capable of a more enlarged inter- 
pretation, ſo theſe terms — elect, choſen, &c. which ſome- 
times occur in the Liturgy, cannut poſſibly denote any thing 
more than good Chriſtians and Believers, or, ſometimes, 
profeſſors of the true religion in general. In this place, for 
example, we pray for every infant at His baptiſm, „ that 
he may ever remain in the number of God's faithful and 
elect children ;” in which paſſage the former term is evi- 
dently determinative of the ſenſe of the latter; and conſe- 
quently by — ee — here we are to underſtand all pious 
and ſincere Chriſtians, who believe the truths, and obey 
the laws of the Goſpel. Thus among the ejaculatory peti- 
tions towards the latter end both of Morning and Evening 
Service, one is, that God would make © his choſen people 
Joyful ; —which is undoubtedly a requeſt in behalf not of a 
few, but of the whole congregation ; for no Chriſtian can 
be ſuppoſed to pray for this in excluſion of himſelf. So 
again, — in our Church Catechiſm, the Catechumen is di- 
rected to declare that he believes in God the Holy Ghoſt 
who ſanctifieth him and all the ele people of God” i. e. all 
true believers, all who hold the myſtery of their faith in a pure 
. Conſcience. For, with what tolerable propriety, according 
to the Predeſtinarian ſenſe, can we pronounce any Ws 
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and much leſs every Child the eld? of God? And the ſame 
may be applied to that paſſage in the Office for Burzal, in 
which we beſeech God, that it may pleaſe him of his 
- gracious goodneſs ſhortly to accompliſh the number of his 
cleft.” However, as this term with the other, are equiva- 
cal, and conſequently liable to be miſrepreſented, or miſap- 
plied, I apprehend, we have ſufficient warrant for their 
total omiſſion for the future.

Page 196. — e. ball call upon him to hear Sermons, &c.] 
I need not acquaint the judicious reader with my reaſons for 
tranſpoling and enlarging theſe excellent directions relative 
to the Chriſtian education of Children.

I have no occaſion to acquaint the rea- 
der, that the wiſe imention of this prohibitòry direction is 
in a manner defeated; not only by am undue relaxation of all 
eccleſiaſtical cenfures, (to ſpeàk as ſoftly as poſſible) but alſo 
by promiſes palpably eluſive even of the law of the land: 
this, with the difciptine of the Church being notoriouſly" ſa- 
crificed every day to perſonal and peduniary conſiderations. 
In the preſent ſtate of things, it is far from being uncom- 


mon for a Miniſter, after having ſolemnly ſignified to all 


preſent, that it has pleaſed Almighty God of his great 
mercy to take unto himſelf the ſoul of a dear brother depart- 
ed,” to commit to the earth, *in ſure and certain hope of 


the reſurrection to eternal life,” the body of a wretch wo 


had in effect denied God in the whole courſe of his life and 


converſation, and at length fell a victim to the exceſſes of 


intemperance and luſt. So again — have we not ſometimes 
known hearty thanks returned to Almighty God for that it 
hath pleaſed him to deliver a brother out of the miſeries of this 


ſinful world, who nevertheleſs had been the murderer of 


himſelf, with every imaginable circumſtance of deſign and 
premeditation ?—Surely Charity is not to be built upon the 
ruins of common Senſe, In both theſe caſes, as our de-

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votions do but mock God; ſo our ſeeming charitableneſs 


really inſults the dead, who are to be left to God's mercy, 


but not, as it were, obtruded upon it. But this is not all. The 
living are concerned in this matter. Offence is hereby 

given to good men, and encouragement to bad. For the 

atter are ever ready to take refuge in external Forms, and 

to pre-apply (if I may ſo ſay) ſuch conſolatory expreſſions, 

as thoſe I have cited from this Office, to themſelves. By 
the amendments and alterations therefore, which I have taken 
the liberty to propoſe, theſe inconveniencies, will, I truſt, 

be removed, as far as can reaſonably be expected in a com- 
mon Form; and the Service thus corrected, will be calcu- 
lated rather for the advantage, comfort, and edification of 
the living, than the uſe or benefit of the dead; who will be 
intereſted in the ſeveral ſcriptural paſſages of exultation and 
triumph over the grave, in proportion only to their ſpiritual 
proficiency; and to whom funeral rites, devotions, ſer- 
mons, and ſolemnities of all kinds cannot poſſibly be of

The only argument offered in defence of the general 
uſe, and frequent repetition I am contending againſt, which 
appears to me to deſerve a reply, is this :—that it becomes 
us on all occaſions to join this perfect model to our own im- 
perfect petitions. Which is very true, when it may con-
